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Mr.  Chairman, 

My  Lora,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report 

for  the  year  1956. 

There  have  been  a  number  of  favourable  trends 
in  the  health  of  the  District  during  the  year.  The  Birthrate 
has  risen  to  16.8  per  thousand  of  the  population  and  is  now 
above  the  national  rate  of  15. 7-  The  Deathrate  has  fallen 
for  the  second  year  running  and  is  now  8.2  per  thousand  of 
the  population,  considerably  below  the  national  rate  of  11.7. 
The ^number  of  accidental  deaths  fell  from  4  in  1955  to  2  in 
1956. 


On  the  other  hand  there  has  been  a  small  increase 
in  the  number  of  infants  dying  under  one  year  of  age  and  there 
were  two  deaths  from  tuberculosis,  the  first  for  three  years. 
i'wo  deaths .  from  lung  cancer  occurred  during  the  year,  the  same 
number  as  in  1955.  There  is  so  much  which  needs  to  be  said 
about  lung  cancer  that  it  will  be  the  subject  of  a  special 
report  in  due  course. 

The  only  epidemics  during  the  year  were  limited 
fn  extent .  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in  Necton  with  5  cases  and 
in  eeting  with  3,  and  Measles  was  notified  in  36  cases  in 
Great  Cressingham,  11  in  Little  Cressingham  and  24  in  Sahara. 


MILK  A  IIP  DAIRIES  REGULATIONS  1949

During  the  year  restrictions  were  placed  on  the 
sale  of  milk^from  three  herds  owing  to  the  presence  of  tubercle 
bacilli.  In  two  of  these  the  milk  was  declared  free  from

FOOD  POISONING 

The  two  notified  cases  of  food  poisoning  were 
due  to  organisms  of  the  salmonella  group.  The  source  of  infection 
was  not  found,  examination  of  samples  of  suspected  foodstuffs 
all  proving  negative.

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the  whole,  though  complaints  were  received  on  the  infre auency 
of  the  service,  particularly  from  new  residents  who  had  been 
accustomed  to  more  frequent  collections. 

Disposal  was  by  tipping  at  7  pits  within  the  district,  where, 
in  spite  of  a  lack,  of  covering  material,  no  nuisance  was 
created,  as,  due  to  the  collections  being  only  monthly,  the 
refuse  i  the  main,  consisted  of  tins  and  bottles,  putrescible 
matters  being  disposed  of  by  the  householders  on  their  premises 
by  means  of  incineration  and  composting.

Progress  was  made  in  the  provision  of  hot  water  supplies,  sinks 
and  hygienic  working  surfaces.  The  majority  of  the  general 
stores  are  of  the  type  with  living  accommodation  attached,  no 
outside  help  being  required ,  and  the  conveniences  of  the  house 
covering  the  requirements  for  the  shop.

.No  ice  cream  is  manufactured  in  the  district.  19  shops  are 
registered  under  Section  1 6  of  the  Food,  and  Drugs  Act  1955  for 
the  sale  of  ice  cream,  this  being  pre-packed  and  stored  in 
refrigerated  cabinets. 

13.  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

8. Licences  to  station  trailer  caravans  on  sites  within  the 
district  were  granted  during  the  year. 

14.  DODEITT  CONTROL 

Part-time  operators  were  again  employed  during  the  year 
to  carry  out  surveys  under  the  Prevention  of  Da  '.age  by  Pests 
Act  1949,  to  determine  the  presence  of  rat  infestations.  Where 
requested,  these  operators  also  acted  in  private  capacity  in 
the  treatment  of  infestations  found. 

15.  factories 


i. here  are  15  factories  within  the  meaning  of  the  Factories 
Act  1937  in  the  district.  Inspections  were  made  with  regard 
to  adequacy  and  maintenance  of  sanitary  conveniences. 

Building  sites  within  the  district  were  visited  with  regard 
to  the  provision  of  adequate  sanitary  conveniences.

Mr.  Chairman, 

ladies  and  Gentlemen , 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  following 
part  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  .iedical  Officer  of  Health. 

1 .  /ATER  SUPPLIES 

All  major  waterworks  installations  in  the  Council’s 
area  have  been  completed.  Generally  speaking,  the  Rural 

District  can  be  divided  into  two  zones  - 

i.  The  Eastern,  which  is  supplied  by  a  regional 
scheme  with  its  headworks  at  Bradenham.  Consumption 
in  this  area  is  approximately  120,000  gallons  per 
day?  and  the  Parishes  supplied  are  Bradenham, 

Ashill,  Holme  Hale,  Necton,  North  Pickenham,  South 
Pickenham,  Saham  Toney  and  Sporle. 

ater  from  the  Bradenham  source,  in  common  with 
most  other  waters  in  the  locality  is,  in  its  raw 
state,  hard  and  has  rather  a  high  iron  content.  Both 
these  are  dealt  with  effectively  by  the  Spiractor 
lime  softening  plant,  the  hardness  being  reduced  from 
410  parts  per  million  to  140  parts  per  million,  and 
the  iron  content  of  2.5  parts  per  million  is  removed. 

Bacteriologically ,  the  water  is  of  a  very  high 
standard,  although  the  final  water,  before  passing  to 
service,  is  chlorinated  by  an  automatic  gas 
chlorination  plant. 

ii.  The  Western  zone,  which  is  more  sparsely  populated, 
is  supplied  from  individual  small  headworks  or 
’Village  schemes".  Consumption  in  this  area  is 
44,800  gallons  per  day,  made  up  as  follows

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rhe  iron  content  of  water  from  the  sources 
of  the  he  stern  area  is  negligable  and  does  not 
cause  any  difficulty  from  the  waterworks  point 
of  view.  The  total  hardness  of  water  from  the 
village  schemes  is  200  parts  per  million  and  no 
softening  takes  place  on  any  of  the  small 
schemes. 


2.  HOUSING- 


During  the  year  79  Council  Houses  were  completed  ,  bringing 
the  total  number  owned  by  the  Council  up  to  900.  In  addition, 
there  were  51  converted  hutments  in  use  as  dwellings  in  the 
Parish  of  Weeting.
